HARDWARE , . . Specially designed, chromium plated hardware is 
included with all "De Luxe" Units. (See page 19) 

FINISH ... The sprayed-on finish, applied to all SET-UP Fully En- 
ameled "De Luxe" Units, consists of a coat of shellac, a heavy durable 
primer and two finish coats of semi-gloss, clear-tone enamel. All sur- 
faces are smoothly sanded between coats. The undercoating and sur- 
face enamels are synthetic and have strong moisture and alkali resist- 
ing qualities. A brushing undercoat and enamel can be furnished in 
any standard "De Luxe" color for application on other woodwork. 

COLOR . . . "De Luxe" Units can be factory finished in any one, or 
combination of, 18 standard colors. Two-color combinations of "De 
Luxe" standard colors are available on cabinet exterior at no extra 
charge. As an example, the front frames and interiors may be finished 
in one color, while the doors and drawers are finished in another color; 
or, backs and shelves may be finished in a different color than the bal- 
ance of the unit. This is considered a standard color combination. A 
small additional charge is made for special colors or combinations
